A gentlemen Just In from (ke Cripple
Creok district, who has Iurge Interests in
the phesomendl gold esmp, reports mining
and prospecting are again active In every
direction, says the Denver Times.-Sun, Naw
Ririkew aro made so fast, ho siys, that but
lttle attention o paid to them save by the
parties intercsted, who slmply double thelr
endeavors to lift ore. One pay day will put
A& ‘tiew phise on business matters o the
camp. The men will pay oup part of thelr
debts and tho merchants will sgatn be able
to order In wupplies on & casl basis,

Cripple Crevk activity will have a good
effoct upon the lead-silver and Iron-sllver
mines of Lakoe county. Thew ores #are
used for fluxes |n the treatment of dry
ores of the Cripple Creck class. The fall-
Ing off of supply from the one oamp has
et off the demand on the other, but now
that Cripple Creek has resumed shipments
the mmelters are again placlog orders In
Lake,

Burprialng reaults wersa obltained [rom a
filvo-tan test rian of gold ore, shoveled from
the dump of the Summit mine at Telluride
and put throngh the Itiey & Dallard mill.
The hard amaligam welghed Afty-six ouncoes
and the rotort was worth $404, which is a
yield of $80 per ton, the best that has been
done In the county this year, The Summit
Is owned by Mr. 0. P. Porey, who leased
It to Smith & Kent the firut of the year,
but retaled an Interest In the same, It
will be as extensively worked as the ground
opanod up will permit, and ten stamps of the
Gold King mill have been loased to Ltroat
the ore. The recommencement of work on
the Bummit, It having lain le for several
years past, sdds another Ymportant and
valuible gold  producer to San  Miguel's
eatalogus of golld mines,

An  additionnl  fivesfoot Huntington will
soon be In place In the Belmont mill, which
Inoreanes the number to three Huantingtons
and will enable it to treat about eighty tons
of ore per day. A 100-ton lot of ore from
the Gitlens streak of the Belmont mine will
ba treated thils week ot the San Bernardino
mill, it hoving wndergone a thorough over-
hauling during the winter shut down. The
machinery of the old Jack Haverly Golden
Group mill hns been hauled down from Bear
eroek to San Miguel, and, after being thor-
aughly overhauled, will ba set up in the
Beam process reduction works now being
bullt there. The plant Is fast nearing com-
pletion and It s hoped to start the works
on the first loL of ore hy July 20. The
operation of the new plant s looked for-
ward to by our mine owners with deep In-
terest, for its snocess will make a profitable
mine of every gold prospect in the county.

THE FULFORD MINES.

About two years and a half ago rich float
was discovered on the western side of the
maln range, eighteen miles from Hagle sta-
tion, nn the Denver & Rlo Grande standard
gauge In Eagle county, says an Eagle spe-
clal to the Denver News.

The discoverer was Art Fulford, who lost
his life In a snow =lide six months later,
but whote name hag been perpetuated In
the name of the eamp. Of the many hun-
dred cloims that have been located sinee,
over 100 show pay on the surface, but the
owners are mostly too poor to do any con-
slderable development work, and heretofore
have been too avariclous and grasping to
unload at reasonable prices. Consequently
proper development has been greatly re-
tarded, However, severnl properties have
progressed from prospects Lo paving mines,
for a year ago $75.000 was refused by the
Harthold brothers for the Polar Star mine,
The gold is free milling and the Polar Star
mino has a twenty-five stiunp mill,

Ora from the Johnson and Polar Star
mines has run from $20 to $36 per ton
and one whole car load from the latter run
$86. The Polar Star has not been operat-
ing for some ten months, having been
bonded by an Aspen party who is negotiat-
Ing with a New York syndicate, but looal
authoritles say he Is over reaching, and in
wanting too big a thing may make nothing.
Notwithstanding the causes thit depress nnd
hold back Fulford, it {s certain to be one
of the prosperous and noted gold camps of
Colorado in the near future. The presiding
genlus of the First National bank of Denver,
who has a wide reputation for knowing a
good thing In mining when he sees It, has
large Interesta in Fulford.

RICH UINTAH REGION.

Mr. Hollduy, one of the partles Interested
in the gold find, called at our sanctum and
gave us a few pointers In regard to the
discovery, says the Vernal {(Utah) Express.
Thelr clalms are on the headwaters of the
east and west forks of Ashley and the east
fork of White Rock creek. The dyke runs
nearly due east and west and ls nearly fif-
teen feet wide and Is composed of goelss,
porphyry and quartz, The dyke cuts the
formation and dips lghtly to the north and
has every appearance of a true fissure veln,
They have bought a mill site of some parties
owning a ¢lnim adjoinlng them and when a
mill s bullt can dump the ore from the
mouth of the tunnel (nto the mill.

Mr. Holiday says it 1s all a mistake about
this being the Enoch Davis mine. They
found the bones of two men and three horses
with some camp material. The eamp showed
evidence of a hard fight and the men being
murdered and the vietima of the erime being
burned to destroy any evidence of who and
what they were, It s a well known fuct
among old seitlers of this county that there
are gooldl mines on and near the Ulntah res-
ervation and they are jealously guarded by
the Indians. I

In early days & man namoed Rhodes would
g9 Inte the Ulntah mountsins and come
back loadgd with gold, but he would not
give his secret away and no one knew where
he got It. On his deathbed he told his son
where It was, and aftorward the son was
killed by Indians while after the treasure,
and thus the secret of its whersabouts was
lost, Several parties have been orgenized at
different times to hunt for the lost mine, and
some of them never returned.

Probably the camp found by the Hatch
party was one of the camps of one of those
partles,

Thers Is no doubt that when the Enech
Davis mine is found that It will be free gold
and very rich. With a few hundred men
hunting Jdiligently, there I8 a very small
elignca for the secret of its whereabouts to
rewaln a secret much longer, and when It ta
found it Is the supposition that the Rhodes
mine will be found,

CLARK'S FORK PLACERS.

The placer diggings on Bhoshone and
Clark’s Fork rivers have been attracting a
large amount of attentlon during the past
few weeks, At the present writing work
on mearly all of these placer clalma is
suspended on account of high water. Thou-
sands of acrea have been located and con-
siderable work has been done, Numerous
holes and trenches have been munk, but
bed rook was only reached at one point, and
that situated on the Shoshone river just
below the Hot Springs. On the bars of
Clark's Fork suflicient gold is found from
tha top down to make the whole pay, Mr.

gings. As a consequence, they did not
succesd and left disgusted. Other miners
have goene there, expecting to fod rich dig-
gings like those of former dJays, and, of
vourse, were disappointed,

From the polnt of view of the gold minesr,
the Shoshone and Clark's Fork may be re-
garded as a gigantle ground slulce. Its val-
ley, originally excavaled lo tertlary times
in the recky substratum of the country, was
subsequently, durin the glacial parlod,
largely flled with drift material, through
whish at a still later date, the river has

had to ra-excavale Itn bed, loaving great
waries of benches along s banks in many
plices. As this was gradually accomplished,
a portion of the geld now found In Its bed
and bunks has without doubt been worn out
of Ity rocky mattrix directly by the action
of the river and Ita Immediata tributaries,
while another portloh may have been de-
rived from the glaclally tranaported
mutarinis, The first mentioned molely may
be supposed to Inolude the “coarse”™ gold,
lh-loihul must be In gréat part the “fine”
Eulil,

A great proportion of all this gold, from
whatever source derived, han been gradually
concentrated Im the river hottom by the
action of the stream. while In many places
paying deponits have besn left upon the sur-
facen of benchies at varfous levels, or buried
beneath thelr material, each such pay streak
representing some portion of & former bed
of tha river, which has been Jeft behind as
eronion progressed

It Is true, beyound doubt, that exlensive
and aticeeswial mining enterprison, based on

the application of the dredging and of

THEY BELIEVE THE DREAM.
A month or two sinoe Lwo strangers mada

thelr appearance at the head of Spring
guleh at Iduho Springs. Thoy wers from
Dwnver and had come to look over the

countiry, preparatory to commencing work in
the mines, miys the Detiver News. The first
night they stopped at the cabin of Mr, Wil-
liam Robinson, who owns'a number of valu-
able clalms In that locallty. The next morn-
Ing Mr. Robinson, knowing they were ten-
derfest, told them a wonderful dream he
had during the night. He sald he was stand-
Ing in the cabin door thinking about his
laleat find when nll at once there appeared
before him an ancient surveyor and his as-
alatant, hoth dressed in old-time costumes,
with stow white halr and beard that reached
duwn to thelr knees. They appeared to be
surveying the flat that reaches for some
distance above the house. At length the
old surveyor approached Mr. Hobinson,
who stood  spell-bound  ih the doorway
witehing the proceedings. He polnted  to
n #pot on the little brook with Nis right
hand and with his left polnted to the flat,
Just at this  juncturs Mr. Robinson's
vislon seemed to penetrate the ground,
and he could sea the channel of an an-
elent ereek with untold millions of placer
gold lying on the bed-rock, In pol lioles
and natural rifMles, While he was con-
templating with greedy eyes this extraor-
dinary sight the surveyor and his assist-
wnt vanished, Turning aroiund to look dgaln
at his strange visitors, Mr. Robinson awoke
to find It all a dream.

The tenderfoet were deeply lmpressed with
the recitul of the dream, The next day one
of them went back to Denver to visit his
family and procure supplies, and almost in
tho firsat words hils wife sald to him she
asked if he had not met and talked with a
tall gentleman who had long dark hale and
was dark complexioned, giving a very good
description of Mr. Robinson. This settled
Lhe verity of the dream in the minds of the
amateur prospectors, for the ons who had
gone to Denver lost no time in returning,
nnd, telling his companion what hia wife had
asked, they straightway commenced to run
a tunnel at the point Indicated by the ap-
parition of the ald surveyor.

AN ARTESIAN BASIN.

Several wecks ago John Hess .began work
on n deep well In the Sunflower valley, about
five miles south and west of town, on some
land which<he owns, says the Lamar (Colo.)
Sparks, It was his intention to find a good
veln of water and then put up n windmill to
rilse the warer for his stock, The other day
the drillers unexpectedly encountercd a veln
of artesinn water at a depth of a little more
than 100 feet., The flow was about equal to
that of the town well and the work of drill-
Ing was continued. Since then the flow of
water has doubled in volume, and Mr. Hess
feels confident that he will have a two-inch
stream when the well Is cased. The hole is
elght inches In diameter and It Is the Inten-
tion to case |t with two-inch plpe. The coat
of the well complete will not exceed §150.

The portion of the country where thia
valuable flow was discovered was all set-
tled upon seven or ecight years ago, when

Lamar was founded, and the soll and
situation are all that could bhe desired.
Put the inability to secure water for ir-

rigatlon caused the abandonment of the
land for farms under ditohes on the north
side and nearer the river. A great many
of the claims were proved up, but there is
not a single settler left in the locallty.
Mr. Hess' lucky strike has caused con-
slderable Interest, and If It 1s found that
flowing wells can bes had throughout the
district at such a moderate cost farms In
that section will be in demand and some
of the best agricultural land in the county
will become productive,
MAMMOTH HOSPITAL.

This resort is at last to have & sanltarium
which will be worthy of the name, says a
Manitou special to the Sun-Times of Den-
ver. It will be an institution that will
prove a formidable rival of like places at
Battle Creek, Mich.,, and other eastern
points, The sanitarium will be owned and
operated by the Manltou Sanitarium com-
pany, which It {8 proposed to Incorporale
with a capitalization of $1,000,000. The
bullding proper will be six storiea high,
with n frontage of 260 feot and a depth of
165 feet. It will be built of Manitou red
sandstone and white pressed brick, and will
cost, complete, $600,000.

A propesition has been made to Colonel
C. W. Barker, owner and proprietor of the
Barker house, to purchase the properly on
which the hotel stands, and It |8 probable
that the propositlion will be accepted. This
would give the sanitarium company a block
of land with a frontage of 8300 feet on Mani-
tou avenue and 225 feet on Navajos avenue,
The bullding will bave accommaodations for
1,000 patients, who will be treated for every
disense known to the medical world by
the beat corps of physiclans obtalnable.

It ia proposed to divide the sanitarium
into five departments, allowing the whole
of one floor to each department. On the
ground floor will ba the reception rooms,
billiard and pool rooms, a bowling alley
and other amusements for the use of the
guests. In the basement will _be baths
of every description, including Russian
und Turkish bzths, and & large plunge
bath or swimming pool. It Is alse pro-
posed to have the boller rooms and elec-
tric machinery in the basement.

The Intentlon is to muake the
modern  In  every respect. It
heated with either hot water
and lighted from the company's
eloctrio plant.  Electricity will bhe
in every way as far as possible,
